Two Spelling C ontest 


Winners From Schools 


In Division One 


Lyle Baxmann, 13 years old, an 
eighth grader from Bartlett, placed 
second and Lyle W alter, 13 years 
old from the Palatine elementary 
school, placed third last Saturday in 
the annual school spelling contest 
held by Noble J. Puffer, county su­ 
perintendent of schools. 
Doris Bock, 13 years old, a bash­ 
ful eighth grader from Sunnyside 
school, Berkeley, spelled down 75 
boy and girl township champions 
yesterday and won first place in 
Cook county’s annua* seeding bee. 
She was the only one of the con­ 
testants to score a perfect grade 
on fifty words taken from spelling 
text books. 
Lyle Baxmann, stumbled on the 
word “prodigious.” His blue pen­ 
nant, almost as tall as he was. is 
the fifth won by students of Mrs.
